The first of these—namely, 


the Johnson Bill—would prohibit 
Immigration for one year. The DI1- 
lingliarn Bill provides for the limit- 
ing of Immigrants annually to five 
per cent of the number of persons 
of their nationality resident in the 
United States, nationality to be de- 
termined "by country of political 
allegiance." But there is ambiguity 
In this proposed law. If nationality 
is determined by the country of al- 
legiance foreign born citizens ow- 
ing their allegiance to the United 
States would not be Included. 


The Senate Committee Bill would 


likewise llriilt the number of aliens 
of any nationality who may here- 
after be admitted to the United 
States in anj fiscal jear to five per 
cent of the number of such nation- 
ality resident In the United States, 
nationality in this case, however, to 
be determined by the country of 
birth. Under the provisions of this 
bill the approximate number of 
aliens who would be admissible an- 
nually from northwestern Europe 
would be 337,000; from the. remain- 
der of Europe 2."",000 would be ad- 
missible, while about 80.000 would 
be admissible from the rest of the 
world. 


The Sterling Bill considers immi- 


gration not from the single aspect 
of 
exclusion 
or 
restriction, • but 


from other vital aspects as well. It 
would lodge the general control of 
immigration 
in 
an 
Immigration 


Board, of 
which 
the chairman 


would be the Secretary of La- 
bor. 
After the necessary negfttl- 


ntions with foreign governments 
this Board, through its agents 
abroad, would Investigate all im- 


pending Immigration and would In- 
quire into the motives inducing Im- 
migration of puriu-ular persons or 
peoples. The Board would report 
on the amount of unemployment 
and the kind of Immigration da- 
sired. Jt would analyt* the num- 
ber of aliens admitted annually ac- 
cording to the ethnic groups, th« 
number of those naturalized each 
year and the number of Amerlcam 
children born of foreign parent*. 
Finally, the Board would prepnra 
booklets in English anc} foreign lan- 
guages on the right* and duties ot 
aliens and distribute them among 
immigrants. 
These provisions, of 


course, would permit a much closef 
Investigation Into the character of 
all Immigrants who come here and 
would provide a method of distribu- 
tion. It would put the burden of 
proof an to admisslbillty at th« 
source of immlifratlon. 


But legislation alone can never ef- 


fect the desired assimilation of Im- 
migrants. The solution of the as- 
similation problem lies largely !• 
the economic co-operation with im- 
migrants of onr various buslocM 
Interests. 


There should be adequate legisla- 


tion to supervise Immigrant bank* 
doing an Interstate business to 
safeguard Immigrant deposits and 
eliminate competition from irre- 
sponsible sources. 
The national 


and State banks should establish 
foreign departments, In charge of 
trusted persons speaking the im- 
portant foreign languages of tb*i 
community and with facilities t* 
meet' the personal needs of Immi- 
grants during their process of ad- 
justment. 
There should be sys-. 


tematlc publicity campaigns organ- 
ized to reach Immigrant wage-earn- 
ers, with special emphasis placed 
on the protection afforded to these 
wage-earners by American banks. 
There should be adequate legisla- 
tion to provide for the registration; 
of farm-land offered for sale, t« 
prohibit misleading advertisement* 
and fraudulent interstate transac- 
tions. 


There should be co-operative ar- 


rangements with industries that 
would help to Introduce the Immi- 
grant, who Is usually ihay of Amer- 
ican 
banking institutions.

could Involvo the paying of bonuses 
through banks, the developing of 
credit for housing and similar real- 
ty Investments. 
There should b« 


developed co-operation between our 
hank-q and the forty or snore

with Immigrant races. There shonlfi 
he established In the Treasury De- 
partment a Bureau of Btport Sar- 
ings to have general supervision 
over the transmission of money 
abroad in sums of $100 or less. 
And there should he stringent law* 
to prevent profiteering through for- 
eign exchange nnd the sale of 
worthless European currencies.

Our Dainty Visitors: The Warblers

You must hold the keys of in- 


terest and attention, if you would 
unlock the doors to the world of 
the bird kingdom. 
And so it is 


In studying the great 
family of 


warblers, 
which 
number 
fifty 


species in the United States. 


Very soon this great family will 


arrive from southern climes. They 
are a very Interesting 
group of 


birds, and 
many 
exquisite little 


atoms of beauty 
are to bs seen 


during migration. 
They 
fly 
at 


night; and during the day they eat; 
then rest and eat some more. Near- 
ly all of them wear very gay lit- 
tle suits of feathers; but they are 
so very active that it is extremely 
difficult 
to 
observe 
their 
full 


beauty. 


Many kinds of insects prey upon 


the small branches, and the termin- 
al twigs of our trees. 
Others at- 


tack the blossoms and the foliage, 
and do great damage to the grow- 
ing fruit. And it is here that the 
sharp-eyed 
little 
warblers render 


such great service, by destro>mg 
immense numbers of plant lice, and 
many kinds of larvae, so that 
a 


single day's work by them, is al- 
most 
unbelieveable. 
Because of 


their great number, they rank first 
among the birds as protectors of 
the foliage of our forest trees. 


The warblers of the old world 


differ from ours, in that they are 
'smaller, and 
have 
a \ery plain 


plumage. 
Also, the male and fe- 


male 
are 
usually 
of 
the same 


plumage. 


Our woods warblers do not con- 


fine themselves to the forests only, 
during the period of nesting. 
They 


love the hght and sunshine; and 
are to be found during the most of 
the season on the outskirts of the 
forests, or else within a. short dis- 
tance of 
civilization, 
making it 


very easy for the bird student to 
study 
these 
fascinating 
little 


sprites. 


The name, warbler, is rather mis- 


leading; for while most of them 
have a distinctive song, it is rather 
faint, and seems to be their way of 
expressing their happiness as they 
work so rapidly among the foliage, 
hunting 
for 
food. 
Their whole 


make-up 
suggests 
their 
tropical 


origin. 
They are very thinly clad 


with feathers; and their bright col- 
ors 
are 
typical of the tropics. 


But being exclusively insect eaters, 
It is imperative that 
they come 


north for a part of the year. So 
their paitlcular errand with us, is 
that we can and 
do 
furnish an. 


abundance of food during the warm 
months of the 
year. 
Therefore, 


they are simply our summer guests, 
and as such we should give them 
the welcome that they so richly de- 
serve. 


Some mornings we are awakened 


by their little twitter, from

were enjoying the hospitality of the 
Tories in Philadelphia, 
the

and men under Washington were en- 
during 
cold and 
hunger along the 


banks 
of the 
Schulkill 
river 
and 


among the hills adjacent to the Great 
Valley. On December 23, 1777, Wash- 
ington reported in Congress that "two 
thousand, eight hundred and ninety- 
eight men were unlit for duty because 
barefoot or otherwise 
naked. 
Only 


eight thousand two hundred men were 
present for duty." 
Nevertheless of 


these same suffering troops, Washing- 
ton 
further declared: 
"Naked and 


starving as they are, we can 
not 


enough admire the incomparable pa- 
tience and fidelity of the soldiery." 


Congressional Indifference. 


In the midst of such desperate con- 


ditions there sprang tip in Congress and 
in the very army itself a plot to over- 
throw 
the 
Commander - in - Chief. 


Moreover, Congress was then, as it 
has 
often 
bc-uu subsequently, 
more 


given to v ords than deeds. Therefore. 
the plight of the shivering and ill-fed 
patriots was int'i-nsiiied by the ''Con- 
way Cabal' and by the stupidity and 
weakness of the- C'llor.k's' legislators. 


Supreme amid all trials and discour- 


agements .stands the heroic "cure of 
Washington. Whatever memories clus- 
ter around the name ft Va ley For e 
those of Washington are tra.nsi.eadent. 
In the words of Bishop Robert Atkin- 
son Gibson, of Virginia, "the exhibition 
of the character of Washington is the 
crowning glory of Yalliy Forge." 


His personality dominated every sit- 


uation. 
His courage was contagious 


and his faith in ultimate victory in- 
spiring. Even with under-nourished 
and ill-clad troops, plans were made 
and consummated for the campaign.! 
of 1778. Washington, with the help of 
Baron von Steuben, "was making the 
army ready for greater deeds. 
Ne\v 


tactics were 
introduced, 
the- 
arms 


were improved 
and 
the 
discipline 


made 
more 
strict. 
Here the little 


states' armies were welded into the 
army of the United States." 


Washington at Prayer. 


That Washington trusted unreserv- 


edly in the God of all Righteousness 
is proved by a statement in the hand- 
writing of Ruth Anna Potts, daughter 
of that Isaac Potts, whose ancestral 
home was the headquarters of the 
American army during the occupation 
of Valley Forge. "In 1777." the record 
runs, "while the American army lay 
at Valley Forge, a good old Quaker, by 
the name of Potts, had occasion to 
pass through a 
thick 
wood 
near 


headquarters. 
As he traversed the 


dark-brown forest he heard at a dis- 
tance before him a voice which, as he 
advanced, became more fervid and in- 
terested. Approaching with slowness 
and circumspection, whom should he 
behold but the Conaraander-in-Chief of 
the armies of the United Colonies on 
his knees in the act of devotion. 
. . . With 
the 
patriot's 
pathos, 


spreading the interests of unborn mil- 
lions before the eyes of Eternal Mer- 
cy, he implored the aid o: the Arm 
wnich guides the starry host."

Even-thing Symbolic, 


Even as St Mark's Cathedral, Ven- 


ice, is, in reality, the Bible is stone, 
so the Washington Memorial Chapel is 
the history of the American republic, 
expressed 
in *. stone and marble and 


wood. Every 
available part 
of the 


building symbolizes some event in the 
nation's progress from the tim'es of 
the earliest discoveries to the present 
day. 
The exterior stone work of the 


chapl is of Holmesburg granite and 
th'a interior of Indiana limestone. The 
floor of the entire chape! is of alter- 
nating black 
and 
white 
blocks of 


Knoxville marble. 


On ail of the wails are inscriptions 


in memory of those \vho served and 
the pews, known as the "Pews of the 
Patriots" are each a memorial. The 
Presidents' Pew was given in mem- 
ory of Washington and Monroe, who 
were both In the encampment of 1777 
177S 
and 
also commemorates the' 


address of the late President Roose- 
velt, the only President who has ever 
visited Valley Forge while in office. 
At the end of the aisle is the Li'any 
Desk, on the brass insert of which is 
copied, in the handwriting of Wash- 
ington, a memorandum from his diary. 
It reads: 
"June 1. Went to church 


and fasted all day." 
That particular 


day was the time set 
apart by the 


House of Burgesses 
of 
Virginia for 


"fasting, humiliation and prayer."

The choir of the chapel is one of 


its most beautiful parts. 
The choir 


stalls,

excelled by the most exquisite tracery 
of the carvers' art in the cathedrals 
of the old world, were also designed 
by Mr. Medary and executed by Ed- 
ward Maene. 
Each stall commemo- 


rates a brigade at Valley Forge, be- 
ginning with the Life Guard of the 
commander-in-chief. 
Continental sol- 


diers stand in a niche over each stall, 
their uniforms and arms correctly col- 
ored. 
Over the stalls are reproduc- 


tions, in silk, of the standards carried 
by the troops in the struggle for in- 
dependence. 


The altar is a single block of In- 


diana limestone and weighs 10 tona. 
On its severely plain face is one of the 
most valued relics of Washington. It 
is the engraved silver plate from the 
over-box in which the casket of hold- 
ing the General's body was originally 
placed. 
When reinterment was made 


at Mount Vernon. it fell from the box 
and was 
not discovered until the 


'sarcophagus was sealsd. 


The Altar Cross. 


The altar cross is a gift from a "De- 


scendant of a Pennsylvaniaa Ancestor 
of Abraham Lincoln." 
It is some four 


feet high, of carved 
cherry overlaid 


with gold leaf and the figures of the 
four 
evangelists 
near the base are 


carved in ivcry. The cross stands in 
a deep niche on a buttressed base of 
limestone, supported by the figures of 
two 
angels, 
kneeling in adoration. 


The sedilia. or clerrry seats, with their 
richly-carved conopu-s, perpetuate the 
name of the men who were, 
at one 


time or another, Washington's rectors. 
The Bishop White sedile is the central 
one 
to the left of the 
altar 
and 


directly under the Bishop White win- 
dow. 


The oak roof of the chapel !s sup- 


poted by trusses resting 
on carved 


angels, with wings outspread to sym- 
bclize the. Providence of God. 
That 


part of the roof, over the choir, rests 
on carved pelicans, representing 'self- 
sacrifice. 
Every state of the Union 


has its official seal, carved and colored, 
in a panel of tho roof. 
These panels 


follow the order in which the states 
were admitted to the 
Union, begin- 


ning with Delaware and ending with 
Arizona. 
The 14 memorial lamps, de- 


signed by Mr. Medary and wrought in 
hand-carved 
lead by Hollingsworth 


Pcarce, are suspended from the ceiling 
with blue and white cords. They are 


particularly graceful in design 
and 


workmanship 
and are 
illuminated 


with inscriptions and the arms of the 
families o° the donors. 


Th(> Memorial Windows. 


Imposing as is the chapel, beautiful 


as are tho interior 
decorations and 


rich ad is the general color-scheme, 
the crowning glory 
of

found in the memorial 
windows, the 


work of a Philadelphia artist. Xicola 
D'Ascenzo. Of them it has been well 
said 
that

and inspire the soul." 
They alternate 


in tones of red and blue, BO that with 
the intervening wall spaces, the col- 
ors of tho nation are maintained. 


Over the altar is the Martha Wash- 


ington 
window, 
with 2G medallions, 


symbolic of the influence of the life of 
Christ on literature, institutions, re- 
ligion, science and art. At the rear 
of the chapel and over the entrance 


door is the George Washington win- 
dow, showing, in three stages, bis his- 
tory, and with 12 panels each, Wash- 
ington the Virginian, Washington the 
Patriot, and Washington the American. 
In tho first upper left panel Is shown 
the baptism of the infant George, and 
the last lower right-hand panel deplcta 
tho retired President In the peace and 
quiet of Mt. Vcrnon. 


In his treatment of the themes, Mr. 


D'Ascenzo has added here and there 
many a homely touch. In the medal- 
lion showing Martha Washington. say- 
Ing farewell to the 
General as he 


leaves for the Continental Congress, 
the family cat Is to be seen rubbing 
against its mistress' skirt; the hatchet 
of legend is also presented In several 
places!" Among the other windows, al- 
ready executed, are those symbolic of 
tho discovery, settlement and devel- 
opment of the 
nation, those depicting

Few Scenarios Acceptable. 


I had come to Miss Harmer with a 


Question on my lips—to ask why it is 
that so few out of the great number 
of original 
scenarios 
submitted by 


amateur writers ever reach their goal 
—the silversheet. 
The answer, how- 


ever, was already beginning to dawn 
upon rne. 


"That manuscript," said Miss Harm- 


er, referring 
to the 
one with the 


strange title, "is one which has just 
recently been sent in by some ambi- 
tious aspirant for scenario honors, and 
It is a fair 
example of the average. 


The heroine of the story' impersonates 
a spider in a circus, but she is con- 
verted from such evil paths and shows 
her gratitude by marrying the very 
person \vLo rendered this great work 
of deliverance. 


"Here is another,' 
she 
continued, 


taking another from the 
pile 
which 


lay on the desk. "It is culled "Two 
White Mice." and the principal charac- 
ter In the story is a combination hero 
and villain. Whenever he commits a 
crime It always happens that there aro 
two white mice in the room, and when 
he takes his own 
life at the finish, 


tbero is a closing title 
which states 


that his crimes aro known only to God 
and two white mice."

"It would not be doing justice to all 


to say that outside of half a score, not 
one of these scenarios contained a sin- 
gle spark of merit," she continued, "but 
it is 3. fact that out of that great 
remaining 
number,-only a very few 


contained only very remote possibili-

a very dramatic side to the business. 
When it was possible for me to find 
time to write a critical letter to the 
author of the submitted scenario I al- 
ways did so, and some of the replies 
to these letters were the Dearers of 
gloom and woe without limit. 
One 


poor lady to whom I had written very 
plainly, replied that I had 'struck the 
sun from her sky' which Impressed me 
as doing more than Joshua did, who 
only made the sun stand still. 


Public Misled. 


"A condition much to be regretted, 


in this regard, is the large number of 
quack scenario schools which are mis- 
leading the 
public by.attractive and 


flowery advertisin-. 
These are, in 


most cases, conducted by people who 
have themselves had little or no ac- 
tual experience in the fio.d of scena- 
rio writing. They lead the public to 
believe, by suggestion, that there is a 
great fortune IP. tho 
scenario game; 


that almost anyone. < an wrlto a good 
scenario and that all one has to do 
is to send a few dollars, take their 
course 
and then start 
Yashin™ in • 


This gives the average individual a 
false estimate of tho difficulties in- 
volved 
in 
tho 
work and tho high 


standard 
to which It has .risen, and 


judging from the number who have 
gained this false estimate and have 
failed to reap 
tho 
golden 
harvest 


promised 
them in 
these advertise- 


ments, tho old saying, 'There Is one 


born every minute,' must still hold 
true." 


"Why is it, then, that 
the 
studio 


maintains a department for the pur- 
pose of reading these submitted scena- 
rios, if, out or" such a vast number, so 
very few are found to contain Ideas of 
any value?" she was asked. 


The little woman's reply was typical 


of her style of expression: 


"They dredge the seven seas in the 


hope of finding a single pearl. If one 
of these scripts contained even a nev,- 
angle on an old idea it would be valu- 
able. 


"If, as has often been maintained by 
experts, there are in reality only 30 
basic dramatic plots, then many hun- 
dreds of plays and photo-plays must 
be based on varying angles of each one 
of those fundamental plots. 


"The daily average of scenarios re- 


ceived from amateur contributors runs 
from 15 to 50. People of all classes, 
from rich to poor, people In all voca- 
tions from bank presidents to day la- 
borers, and people 
of all ages, from 


children of 12 to men and women of 70 
have tried their hands at this alluring 
work. One of the most striking facts 
which I have observed in this connec- 
tion is the tendency of aged people to 
write abnut their own ".ives. Their let- 
ters accompanying such stories gener- 
ally read something like this: 
'I am 


sending you the .story of my life. 1 
think it will make an interesting pic- 
ture.' 
The 'story' is generally many 


pages of handwritten matter, hard to 
decipher and poorly phrased and con- 
structed, and containing not one lota 
of pictorial value. 


Tarts Common to All.

can be expressed via the meuium of 
the screen as well us the evil and de- 
praved s'.de of existence. 


"One 
thing most sadly needed now 


in scenario plots ia what is known as 


a new 'opposition' in the love theme. 
By this is meant the condition or cir- 
cumstance or 
conditions or circum- 


stances which tend to keep the lovers 
apart, and thus increase the interest in 
their romance. The old oppositions—- 
the antiquated methods of matting the 
course of 
true love run 
sufficiently 


rough to be interesting, are of little 
avail today. 
In the present era, the 


disapproval of stern parents—which 
in the old drama was one of the pet 
oppositions—doesn't make much of an 
impression because the average Amer- 
ican parent is far from stern and the 
average young man and young woman 
of today go their own way very cheer- 
fully.

"It is of Interest to note how Im- 


portant Is becoming the use 
of the 


symbol and how effective its expres- 
sion of an idea. Such little touches, 
which, although seemingly very sim- 
ple, convey a world of meaning, are 
very frequently to be seen In the Para- 
mount Pictures produced by the two Do 
Mille brothers. For instance. In Cecil 
B. DeMllle's production,/Don't Change 
Your Husband,' the audience wishes to 
bu assured that husband number two, 
who is leaving, will not again disturb 
the peaco of husband number one and 
their mutual wife, the latter two hav- 
ing been again reunited. The second 
husband, now jilted, and beaten at his 
own game, Is too angry to utter a 
soothing title to such effect, so he 
detaches his latch key and throws it 
down at the feet of the pair and with 
a sneer, makes his exit.

Learn Technique of Screen. 


"The person who wants to make a 


success 
of 
writing scenarios must 


learn the tech.nig.uo of the screen, he 
must observe the 
materials 
out of 


which motion picture plots and theme 
aro made and build his own creations 
out of those selfsame fundamental ma- 
terials, varying only In the designs and 
effects. 


"The opportunities" oC success to the 


writer who conscientiously and thor- 
oughly enters into this work are now 
g-eater than ever before. In the past, 
there has existed somewhat of a poli- 
cy on the part of most producers, to 
make pictures from 
adapted 
plays, 


novels 
and published stories, but I 


confidently believe that now has come 
the day of the original work of the 
person who has studied human life 
rather than the product of one who 
sets down In another disguise Ideas 
which ho has already seen on the 
screen; the original of the person who 
writes what he has himself seen and 


observed and known, rather than what 
"he haa 
read In books—in short th« 


story that is really and truly an orig- 
inal 
and not a plagarized 
product. 


Many scenarios submitted to me dur- 
ing my experience as reader and pur- 
ported 
to 
be originals, were most 


clearly disguised versions of situations 
used in well-known books, play and 
novels, and in past screen productions, 
and which

Whether the new political equality 


Just granted to women will quicken 
the final solution of this problem, a 
long step forward has been taken re- 
cently in thla city and that Jt-has-beea 
needed Is shown by the experiences of 
one recent newcomer, who through her 
good work In a small town was pro- 
moted to the main offloe in Philadel- 
phia, of the firm she was serving and 
without friends wae foroed to find her- 
self a permanent and satlsfacory place 
of abode. 


A young business woman with a 


moderate salary and few friends In a 
great city has great difficulty In find- 
ing an attractive and suitable place to 
lire. 
Even when the circumstances 


are such that she Is comparatively 
free from the sharpers and birds' 
prey who lie in wait for her, she Is not 
likely to meet the courtesy which la 
generally extended to the lone man 
who looks up standing, Insistent and 
likely to declare his wants In a way 
to get them. 


A Tiresome Search, 


In searching for a lodging she want- 


ed something central with the Inde- 
pendence of a hotel where she could 
get her meals at any hours that suited 
her; where her comings and goings 
would not provoke gossip or question- 
ing; a spot where she could entertain 
a man without all the old ladles and 
aharp-tongued spinsters presupposing 
social or moral catastrophe. 


Neither did she desire a front win- 


dow panorama of undertakers' sign, 
nor the 
back view of the mountain 


scenery of the Public Buildings with 
the elevated tracks roaring like a 


mountain cataract In the foreground. 


On her arrival in town she had put 


up at a small hotel that was far be- 
yond her means, so she quickly In- 
serted an advertisement In the papers 
for a quiet, reasonable room In the 
central section of the city. 
She re- 


ceived such a handful or replies from 
the postman that her heart bounded 
with hope till she found that North, 
South, West and East had answered 
her modest advertisement. 


She was offered home life and re- 


ligious Influence In a Christian family 
for a sum that almost took her breath 
away.

Flats and suites ranging In rent

these, which Included two rooms, a 
bath and a kitchenette. 


Out of the mass of Impossible an- 


swers she weeded several letters, and 
the next day. after 
her work, she 


started on a tour of Inspection. She 
climbed up to top stories or stumbled 
down dark entries Into remote back 
buildings that promised to be heatless 
In Winter, and had exclusive views of 
the neighbors' best garbage cans. 


A Great Find. 


She awaited the arrival of haughty 


landladies on horse-hair sofas with 
protruding springs that must have 
been Irresistible to children, so real- 
istically did they resemble the back 
of the ragman's nag. She was hum- 
bled by the caustic remarks of these 
ladies, when she dejectedly replied she 
could not afford the "pittance" they 
demanded for an exclusive attic with 
a gas heater and the use of the bath 
on the third floor. Despairingly she 
tried the last address on her list and 
found a charming old house furnished 
like a private home. She gave an ex-.

friends in the dark corner of a bleak 
general parlor, while a group of gos- 
siping girls watched their movements,

elaborately gowned society woman had 
poured out a tiny cup

ing never to risk a repetition of such 
an experience. 


Finds Bight Place. 


She wanted neither supervision nor 


charity, but an attractive, quiet placs 
to live, where she could meet other 
girls who were her 
mental equals. 


She regretted she was not a college 
graduate; she would have been eligible 
for the College Club and her difficul- 
ties would have been over. 


But she did finally enter the "Y" 


building and was surprised to learn 
that, exactly the place she wanted had 
recently buen established. 


it is to meet Just such cases ae that 


described that the Y. W. C. A. had 
bought and reflttted the old "Lincoln" 
and converted It into a hotel for busi- 
ness and professional women. 


The sale of some property last year 


gave the "Y" sufficient funds to start 
this new experiment, the first of its 
kind. In other cities there are wom- 
en's hotels, .lodging houses and clubs, 
but none of them combine the Indepen- 
dence of hotel life with entire religi- 
ous and social freedom. The hotel has 
no endowment like other Y. W. C. A. 
hotels, but is run on a self-support- 
ing, though not a commercial, basis. 


It differs from the older and better- 
known branch in having none of the 
restrictions as to hours that have been 
found necessary for the younger and 
more unsophisticated girls. Business 
women who can afford the prices ask- 
ed here are considered mature enough 
to regulate their own lives. There Is 
not limit as to age, but most of the 
guests are over 30. 


The formal old hotel reception rooms 


have been redecorated with soft pa- 
pers and charming flowering cre- 
tonnes. Comfortable chairs tempt the 
visitor to linger and read the latest 
magazines on the tables. Here wom- 
en can read, write or sew In the even- 
ings, and meet or entertain their 
friends without making--them feel that 
they are entering an Institution for 
homeless females. 


Though the hotel waa designed espe- 


cially for the business woman, toe 
cafeteria 
is open to all. In bright, 


cheerful, airy rooms, any Y. W. G. A. 
member can obtain the best home 
cooking at cost. Outsiders are charged 
an extra fee of five cents. 


1 Some Advantages. 


Women boarding in the house can 


rent rooms at from 17 to $10 a week. 
acording to the size and location; not 
so expensive when two girls share a 
room. The saving In carfare one would 
have to spend If living in the suburbs 
IB considerable. 


A girl living In the suburbs or out- 


lying sections of the city Is often In a 
dilemma as to where to pass her time, 
after the office or the shop has closed, 
if she is going to stay in town for an 
evening's aumsement. Usually aha has 
no place to dress or rest comfortably 
without hiring a special room. Also 
women traveling long distances and 
changing trains with a wait of several 
hours between would often be grateful 
for a chance to stretch out Quietly on 
a clean bed and have the refreshment 
of a bath. To meet these emergencies 
the hotel management has provided a 
rest room and a bath which any Y. W. 
C. A. member can use tree of charge. 
—Philadelphia Record.

ONDON is considering an en- 


circling railway to coat some- 
thing 
like $80,000,000. 
The 


purpose is to co-ordinate railway and 
street traffic by having the encircling 
railway intercept 
and make Junction 


with the existing main lino railways. 
As things are the Institution of Civil 
Engineers and was formerly chief en- 
gineer to the Great Northerp, and other 
railways, recognizes the Impracticabil- 
ity of reorganizing main line railways 
in such a way as to give the ideal
